ALAN STEWART: Got SK#37 and just thought I'd send 
you a note -- no particular purpose, just to let 
you Know I'm here. TbsnKs for FIM too. I didn't 
see anything objectionable in FIM, although I may 
not have the bacKground to catch all the 
allusions. But after reading z ines -from around the 
continent, I am concerned that all of the hobby's 
best uriters seem to be actively engaged in trying 
to drive one another out o-f it. Part of it is 
natural -- the good uriters will also tend to be 
the good polemicists, and they will want to 
exercise this sKill. But if people are being 
driven out of the hobby because of it, it's 
destructive; it's thus self-destruction for the 
hobby as a whole to countenance this feuding that 
by just sitting bacK , watching, laughing and 
enjoying, even if some pious clucks of protest are 
uttered here and there. However in the meantime I 
thi^iK we need a feud Number Custodian so that ue 
can Keep everything straight. 

I read in some z ine someth ing that you wrote 
praising JUNTA. JUNTA is a great game, one that 
I've played many times. The only fault with it that 
I can recall is that an apparent loser can 
constantly worK to "Stalemate" the game by 
inciting revolutions - the tactical aspect bores 
any non -wargamers who are playing, and the delay 
in the game can induce people to drop out. 

I don't do much war gam ing although I've played 
□ DAY, THE EAST IS RED, RUSSIAN CAMPAIGN one or 
two times each. I've done a lot of sport gaming 
--mostly St r at -O-Mat ic . 

[[Good uriters are polemic iz ing on the topic at 
hand, which right now happens to be "feuding". 
That's their problem and not mine and I'm 
exercizing my choice to stay out of it. The 
problem with "feuding" and other hassles in this 
hobby is that it is just a hobby. If the crap 
piles too high you just drop the hobby the way you 
would tear up your train set or sell your stamp 
collection. Junta rates a "5" in my booKs . 
Multiplayer games go over like lead weights 
amongst the goup of wargamers I game with, but in 
the games we managed to get in before the 
fistfights started I found that Whoever was

BRUCE McINTYRE: Could you describe EASYSCRIPT? I'm 
going to try to save up for a c -64 for the purpose 
of wor d -pr oc ess ing mostly. Can you save letters, 
articles on d isKs to be looked at later. Also can 
you use a c -64 without a Monitor < Just apr inter , 
c -64 and DisK Drive)? 

The latest good booK I read is called "POKER: A 
Guaranteed income forlife" by FranK R. Wallace. It 
is a must for every player.

I don't have to type them up each 
time as the^are part of the file that I resave. 

When it comes to printing I can set the width 
from IS columns to 30 columns. I can justify 
either/or/both margins and even move entire blocks 
around.
